2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Belcak et al, U.S. Patent No. 3,954,648. 

Belcak et al, U.S. Patent No. 3,954,648, discloses a composition for removing enamels, acrylics, epoxys, primers and 
other coatings from surfaces (see col. 1, lines 36-40) comprising alkylamines (see col. 2, lines 27-48), an alcohol, such as 
polyethylene glycol and triethylene glycol (see col. 3, lines 1-24), and adjunct ingredients, such as surfactants, thickeners, 
sequestrants, and corrosion inhibitors (see col. 5, lines 2-52). Specifically, note the Examples disclosed in Tables I-in. Therefore, 
instant claims 1-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Belcak et al, U.S. Patent No. 3,954,648. 



Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.

Claim 16 is objected to under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because claim 16 is indefinite for the 
following reason(s): The phrase "one or more di or polybasic acids specifically delineated herein" recited in instant claim 16 renders 
the claim indefinite, since one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to ascertain the metes and bounds of the phrase 
"specifically delineated herein" . 
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
